Acting Assistant Surgeon DeForrest reports, November 2: 

The steamship Korea sailed from this port October 27, with 10 

officers, 80 members of crew, 31 cabin passengers, and 567 steerage 

passengers; total, 683. All had been in Libau for 5 days previous to 

sailing and were examined previous to embarkation.
